Magee, 
wealthy St. Paul contractor, is a/| 
friend of the victim and of his fa- 
ther, Adolph Bremer, chief owner of 
the Jacob Schmidt Brewing Company. 
To Pay Full Amount. 

The Kremer family was represented 
by reliable informants to be ready to 
comply with the kidnapers’ demands 
and pay the full amount of the ran- 
som. 

Magee, who well authenticated | 
sources said, would be contact man for | 
the Bremers, could not be found early | 
tonight and did not attend an execu- | 
tiye conference at police headquarters | 
which broke up about 5:30 p. m. | 

One report was that contact 
made about 5 p. m. but the secrecy 
with which the case has been masked 
since Bremer was spirited away yes-| 
terday morning and after his return | 
from Chicago, prevented verification.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—(?)—

| Black, of the federal reserve board,

To Aid Refinancing. 

Meanwhile, a treasury amendment 
was introduced by Chairman Fletcher,

the next few months. 

The amendment would give the 
'treasury authority to issue $2,500.- 
| 000,000 additional treasury notes and 
make it possible to purchase any type 
of government security with any other 
type, a power not previously existing. 

Black’s stand,’ which he said was

Coughlin Sees Legal Birth Control 
As Menace to Anglo-Saxon People 


By HARRY FERGUSON. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—(UP) 
If laws against birth control are re- 
alien races in the United 
States will drive Anglo-Saxon stock 
out of existence and “in 100 years this 
city of Washington will be known as 
Washingtonenski,” the Rev. Charles 
Conghlin shouted to members of the 
house judiciary committee today. 

The priest of Detroit’s shrine of 
the Little Flower was the first op- 
ponent to testify at the committee's 
hearing on the Pierce bill to make it 
legal for licensed medical authorities 
to disseminate birth-control informa- 
tion.

Catholicism’s opposition to contracep- 
tion was voiced by Coughlin only a 
few minutes after Rabbi Edward 1. 
Israel, of Baltimore, had appealed for 
a change in birth-controé laws “to pre- 
serve family life in the United States.” 

Rabbi Israel brought cheers when 
he said in defense of birth control: 

“Debt was once a capital offense 
and steam engines were considered 
immoral because they violated God's 


law that nothing should move faster |

That was indeed the strangest spec- 
tacle I ever came across; young 
monks sitting chained to dead men in 
the cells of St. Adam’s monastery on 
Mount Athos, in Greece. Before go- 
ing. to Mount Athos I knew that it 
was a curious place, a republic of men 
where no woman ever sets foot, but 1 
had not expected anything no grue- 
some. 

To me it was quite gruesome. Some 
people might see in a young man sac- 
rificing his life in that way a glorious 
act of religious fervor. I thought it 
terrible. The man who led me around 
opened a little wicket in a door and 
let me look in. There on a couch lay 
a dead body wrapped in a cloak. Only 
the face was protruding. But that 
face was almost entirely decomposed. 
It reminded me of the days in France 
when we dug trenches on the spot 
where a battle had raged before. 
That’s the kind of face we encoun- 
tered then. Chained to this dead man 
sat a young fellow, staring unseeing- 
ly before him. His beard and his hair 
had grown long. As I looked I could 
see his lips move. But I did not look 
long, the odor that struck me in the 
face by looking into that cell almost 
rendered me speechless. 

Fifty per cent of the young monks 
who chain themselves up voluntarily 
to dead monks, die before the third 
year is up. For in the third year, the 
dead man’s bones are removed. f 
those who survive this ordeal, 90 per 
cent are either insane or idiotic there- 
after. But when a man is idiotic, or 
even a child, in the east, he is as- 
sumed to stand in the special favor 
of God.

Painting the

ING RAYS. 

Whenever a quack pulls one about 
rays the prospective sucker goes into 
a trance and dreams that the wonder- 
ful rays are endowed with all the heal- 
ing powers the quack ascribes to them. 


Only a year or two ago plenty of 
wiseacres were paying good money 
to charlatans for “treatments” with 
infra red rays. Far be it from me to 
‘deny that infra red rays are soothing 
and that they give grateful relief in 
many cases. Nearly all of us have 
experienced the extraordinary effecis 
of infra red rays at one time or an- 
other. Grandma had great faith in 
their virtues in cases of bellyache, 
only she just wrapped a stove griddle 
in flannel and put it on to warm up 
little Johnnie’s tummy. She really 
didn’t know she was treating the child 
with infra red rays, but she was. One 
gets infra red rays from a hot water 
bag or a hot bottle. In short, the dif- 
ference between warmth and infra red 
rays is not worth more than 8 cents a 
week. But how some gullible persons 
love to have warm applications in the 
\form of rays! 
| Heat from a radiator or other dark 
|source of heat acts on the skin re- 
| flexly causing stuffiness of the nose, 
‘especially in persons who have some 
‘lew grade chronic trouble such as 
|chronie rhinitis, thickened turbinate, 
deflected septum. Leornard Hill, Eng- 
physiologist, says this disagree- 
‘able effect is due to “nose-closing” 
‘rays. The effect is prevented by cool- 
\ing the face by ventilation, as by a 
good draft, or by perspiration. Glass, 
'gelatin or cellophane absorbs most of 
the “nose-closing”’ rays, as does vapor 
‘arising from water in front of the fire 
or radiator. Thus the warmth from 
|an incandescent lamp held close to 
the face produces no stuffiness of 
the nose. 

People who are cooped up a large 
part of the time in offices, stores 
or houses heated by radiators have 
alternative remedies. Either they can 
open a window to admit a current of 
fresh cool air—or, if they. are blind 
and dumb about “drafts,” they can 
see that water is kept 
constantly in the room. 
iwee vessel of water, but a few gallons 
levery day. 
| Those in. charge of the heating ar- 
‘rangements must be made to under- 
stand—though heaven knows how— 
‘that a room temperature between 64 
and 68 degrees F. with a fair degree 
of humidity feels comfortable to most 
normal persons, whereas a tempera- 
ture several degrees higher with the 
air dried out (low humfdity) feels 
rather chilly to normal persons. 

In other words, the provision of a 
fair amount of water vapor in the 
air of the heated room saves fuel 
and is easy on tempers, complexions. 
furniture, and the comfort of visitors 
or clients, 

Where an efficient humidifying sys- 
tem is not built in with the heating 
plant, it is some trouble to instal] 
and keep in good working condition 
an individual humidifier for each ra- 
diator or register or stove, but it is 
worth while, if you value health and

tioal repercussions. Movements of the index numbers of wholesale prices 
should be used, not as a single determinant of immediate policy, but as 
one among many factors to be taken into consideration.”

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Reserve Board Reports 
| Gain in Trade, Industry 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—(?)— 
Trade and industry were reported by 
the federal reserve board today to 
have begun 1934 “at a considerably 
higher level of activity” than they 
started 1933. 

Business indexes, the board said, 
“while still far below their average 
levels for the years 1923, 1924 and 
1925, were materially above the low 
point# of the depression.” 

Included in these indexes were in- 
dustrial production, construction, fac- 
tory employment, factory pay rolls, 
freight carloadings and department 
store sales, March, 1935, was given 
as the lowest month of the depres- 
sion for all these except industrial 
production, the low. for which was 
July, 1932. Looking back on 1933, 
the board’s review said: 

“Income of wage earners increased 
considerably in the second half of the 
year, reflecting increased pay roll of 
industrial establishments and public 
works, 

“There was also a large increase 
in the income of farmers, arising from 
the higher prices of agricultural com- 
modities and from the distribution 
among producers by the agricultural 
adjustment administration of benefit 
payments in connection with the pro- 
duction control program. 

“Financial reports of a representa- 
tive group of large corporations show- 
ed an increase in net profits during 
the second and third quarters of 1933 
and in the latter period profits were 
larger than at any time since the sec- 
ond quarter of 1931.” 

The board said, however, that the 
effect of this income increase upon 
commodity distribution to consumers 
“cannot be determined accurately from 
available information,” it added: 

“The volume of shipments of com- 
modities by rail was relatively stable 
in the autumn months at a level above 
that of a year ago. Sales at depart- 
ment stores, which reflect purchases 
by city residents, after considerable 
rise in volume earlier in the year, 
showed a smaller increase in the aun- 
tumn months than is usual at this 
season,

“Industrial produetion which had 
declined rapidly from July to the end 
of October, showed little more than 
the usual seasonal decline during No- 
vember and the aggregate volume of 
employment increases, reflecting the 
increase in pnblic works and in ac- 
tivities of government relief agencies. 

“Employment at factories which ad- 
vaneed rapidly from March to Sep- 
tember, declined from September to 
November by somewhat more than the 
usual seasonal amount. The growth 
in the yolume of public works was 
reflected in increased activity in the 
construction industry. 

The general average of wholesale 
commodity prices continued in the last 
quarter of the year at a level about 
20 per cent above the low point of 
last spring.” 

Factory employment increases dur- 
ing the spring and summer of 1933 
were said by the board to have been 
larger on semi-finished products than 
on finished products. Subsequent de- 
clines in employment were smaller in 
the finished goods factories. Con- 
struction was said by the board to 
have decreased further in 1983. How- 

it added: 

the summer months the vol- 
ume of public works began to increase 
and to continue to increase rapidly 
to the end of the year. During the 
spring and summer there also was 
some increase in the volume of build- 
ing of one family houses for occup- 
aney by the owners. House rents de- 
clined somewhat further during the 
year and vacancies in apartment

CONVICT 15 WITNESS 
AT WESTBERRY TRIAL 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Jan. 18.—(?)— 
Homer Padgett, convicted and sen- 
tenced® to life imprisonment in the 
slaying of Mr. and Mrs. W. UH. 
Browning, appeared as a witness to- 
day in the trial of Allen Westberry 
and entered a categorical denial of 
any knowledge of the crime. 

Padgett was the principal witness 
called today for Westberry, who is 
charged with killing Mrs. Brown- 
ing. 

On the day the Brownings were 
slain, Padgett testified he left his 
father’s home in Echols county and 
went to Florida. He said he was in 
Archer, Fla., at the time the slaying 
took place and that he was returned 
to Georgia by officers who deprived 
him of his rights. 

The witness said his confession was 
“fixed” by the officers who told him 
what to say. Under cross-examina- 
tion he said the confession was false 
and categorically denied all statements 
it contained. 

Another defense witness, Oscar 
Westberry, nephew of Allen, testified 
Allen was at home in Echols county 
the night the Brownings were killed 
in an alleged holdup attempt at their 
filling station.

Women Hurled From Sinking Ship 


Into Arms of Sailors in Lifeboat 


NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—(#)—~Three | 


women survivors of the yacht Alamyth 
were thrown like sacks of wheat from 
the deck of the sinking craft to the 
arms of sailors in a wave-tossed life- 
boat. 

The story of their rescue, along with 
that of 11 men, in a sea so rough that 
no boat could tie to the Alamyth was 
related today as soon as they ar 
rived on the coast guard cutter Thetis 
shortly after 8 a. m. : 

The Alamyth. a two-masted auxili- 
ary schooner 86 feet long, was aban- 
doned by its small company at 11 a. 
m., yesterday, when water was pour 
ing into its hull so fast that pumps 
could no longer save it. 

Rescue of the survivors was effect- 
ed by the tanker Gulfland 75 miles 
south of Barnegat, N. Jd. 

George E. Conklin, of Teaneck, N 
J., organizer of the cruise which was 
to take the yacht through the South 
Seas on a share-the-cost basis, said a 
sudden veering of the wind at 5 a 
m., yesterday brought disaster to hig 
craft. 

The cruise started from Passaic, N 
J., Tuesday, he said, the schooner’s 
engines propelling it out of the har 
bor. As soon as the open sea was 
reached the engines were shut down 
and sails hoisted. - 

Conklin and Charles Bradley were 
on the 4 to a. m watch. At 5 
o'clock, Conklin said, the sudden veer- 
ing of the wind carried away the peak 
halyard and brought down the fore- 
sail. 

He called the other men to deck te 
haul in the canvas. The yacht began 
to ship water and two pumps were 
started, one a hand pump the other 
with a motor. 

They drifted then through a rough 
sea and bitter cold with the wind lash- 
ing the yacnht’s bare poles and the 
leak in the craft ever widening. 

At 11 a. m., they sighted the Gulf. 
land. The yacht had no radio sending 
apparatus. 

The ensign was run up, top side 
down. The Gulfland indicated under- 
standing of the signal. The men then 
threw buckets of water over the side 
of the craft as sign language for “we 
are shipping water.” 


Medora Gehben completed the iad 


sage, “three women on board,” by 
standing atop the tossing cabin and 
raising her arms high above her head 
three times. 

The Gulfland put out a small boat. 
It was too poked to buck the great 
waves, and it had to return. A 36- 
passenger lifeboat was lowered and 
sent out under command of Chief Of- 
ficer Martin Tammic. 

So rough was the sea the lifeboat 
could make no contact with the 
Alamyth. It tossed several feet away.

Then the mixture cooked over 
the direct fire for 10 minutes or until 
it had thickened slightly. The sauce- - 
pan was then set into the lower part 
of the boiler and the mush allowed to 
cook for four hours. Cgre must be 
taken to keep water in the lower 
boiler. 

After the mush _ is cooked it is 
poured into bread pans that have been 
rinsed with cold water. When the

|RULES OFFICIALS 


WILL STAND PAT 
AGAINST CHANGE 


Strongest Fight Is on 
“Dead Ball” and Goal 
Posts. 


By William S. Langford, 


Secretary National Football .Rules 
Committee. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—(4)—Now 
is the “open season for shooting” the 
football rules and the firing is quite 
general and from a!l directions. 

With so many shots being taken it 
is altogether likely that some may 
find their way into the hearts of the 
rules committee, but the indications 
are that that body will adopt no radi- 
cal changes and will confine itself 
to simplifying the code as much as 
is possible. 

Suggestions for changes to “make 
the game more interesting from the 
standpoint of the spectators’’ almost 
invariably would bring back hazards 
to players which have already been 
eliminated from the game, and it is 
predicted that the committee will ac- 
cord these but scanty consideration. 


FIGHT DEAD BALL. 


| One suggestion is to abolish the 
' dead ball rule, another is to move the 
goal posts back from the end lines 
to the goal lines, either or both of 
which, if adopted, would increase the 
chances of injury. without any pro- 
portionate compensating benefit. 

The present dead ball rule was 
adopted in 1932 and provides that 
when any part (except hands or feet) 
of the player in possession of the ball 
touches the ground, the ball at once 
becomes dead and play ceases auto- 
matically. 

This rule has almost entirely elimi- 
nated “crawling,” namely attempts by 
a player to advance the ball further 
after he has been downed, and “pil- 
ing-up” or falling upon the player 
with the ball after it has become dead.

Some critics have argued that the 
rules committee should give more 
thought to the general public who sup- 
port football and by so doing make 
possible the whole athletic program of 
the colleges, by giving them more 
“thrills” These people ask that we 
adopt the rules under which the pro- 
fessional games are played so as to 
give the spectators a “real run for 


| their money.” 

THE DIFFERENCE. 

| The main difference between the 
rules of the Ny. C. A. A. and.the pro- 
fessional code lies in the fact that the 
| latter failed to follow the safety meas- 
|ures adopted by the rules committee 
in 1932, including the dead ball rule 
| mentioned above, and the prohibition 
| of the flying block and flying tackle. 
It may or may not be true that the 
followers of the professional game 
demand the retention of features which 
ithe rules committee felt it wise to 
(eliminate from college and _ school 
'games, but that is no reason for ask- 
ling that these hazardous features be 
| reintroduced into the amateur game 
‘which is ylayed for vastly different 
‘reasons than the professional game. 
| It must always be remembered that 
whereas professional exhibitions are 
‘arranged solely to attract paying pa- 
itrons, amateur sports are primarily 
|for the benefit and enjoyment of the 
'players themselves and the functions 
of the rule makers of the two are 
‘almost as wide apart as the poles. 

| The rules of the N. C. A. A. are 
'framed primarily for the use of the 
‘colleges in its membership—after that 
|for secondary and preparatory schools 
who care to use them in training their 
I students to participate later in the 
| college games after their graduation 
'from school. 

These rules are designed to -meet 
the requirements (a) of college play- 
‘ers ranging from 17-23 years of age, 
‘and (b) (with modifications) of 
school players ranging from 15-19 
years of age.

,these rules has been variously esti- 
| mated but it is conservative to place 
‘them in excess of 500,000.

“I wouldn’t like that guy on my ball club if he was good,” one of the 
boys who nursed a few sour memories of Blondy on one of his terrible 


days, was Saying. 


Over in a corner sat Johnny Dobbs, the 60-year-old managerial vet- 
eran, who happened to have charge of the Crackers the year that Blondy 
put in here as the property of the Chicago White Sox. 


Dobbs overheard the remark. And? 


there came in his pale blue eyes a 

noticeable glint. One could tell that 

the remark did not sit well with him. 
SOME GOOD ONES. 


Over the stretch of years that he 
managed four Southern league clubs 
and won pennants with all.of them 
saving Atlanta, Dobbs had some excel- 
lent shortstops. There was Joey 
Sewell at New Orleans in 1920; 
Bobby LaMotte at Memphis in 1924 
and Ernie Smith at Birmingham in 

These were all good men and 
then Johnny Dobbs had Luke Ap- 
pling Here in 1930. Luke, fresh 
out of college, was a good man, 
nevertheless, the year he played 
for the Crackers. The _ records 
show that he batted .326 and

Atlanta sold Appling to the White 
Sox for a price tag exceeding %$2U,- 
000 and the Sox sent Blondy Kyan, 
24 years old and just out of Holy 
Cross College, down here to take his

FOLLOWED LUKE. 

“That’s where the rub came,” de- 
clared Johnny Dobbs, warming to the 
defense. 

“T'll contend that B'e>* 
wasn't a bad ball player while 
he was with Atlanta. #ne irou- 
ble was that he followed right 
behind Appling and didn’t quite 
live up to his reputation. 

“It isn’t very often that minor 
league manager gets hold of a short- 
stop who can hit as good as Appling 
his first year out. I saw right off 
that Ryan wasn’t going to be the nat- 
ural hitter that Luke was, but I liked 
his nerve and the way he hustled and 
went after everything at short. 

NOT SO BAD. 

“Look at Ryan’s average the year 
he was with Atlanta. He batted .276 
in 130 games and that’s a pretty good 
average for a shortstop. Ryan just 
wasn't an Appling, that’s all,” Johnny 
continued. 

The little gentlemen farmer 
from Ringgold, now operating the 


“sarlotte club in the Piedmont 
ieague, was considerably worked 
up over the matter. He knew 
that the Atlanta fans never quite 


warmed to Ryan, even after he 
became the Giants’ hero last sea- 
son and in the World Series. 
Dobbs added that he thought Ryan 
would have hit 300 with Atlanta, but 
for being hit in the head by one of 
Buck Newsom’s fast balls late in the 
season. Newsom, with Little Rock at 
the time, 1s the pitcher who won 30 
games with Los Angeles last sum. 


mer. 
BEAT BUFFALO MARK. 
“At that, Ryan hit 12 points more 
with Atlanta than he hit at Buffa- 
lo in 1932, where he batted only 
64, vet the Giant grabbed him when 
the White Sox eut the strings on

him.” Dobbs pointed out. 

The story goes that Ryan liter- 
ally talked and hustled himself into 
the good graces of Bill Terry. the 
Giant boss, and that the latter was 
sold on him right off the bat. Ter- 
ry likes them cocky. He’s that way, 
himself. 

It is also a coincidence that the 
Crackers, despite their humble posi- 
tion in the Southern league for the 
last four years, should have had both 
Appling and Ryan, probably the out- 
standing shortstops in the American 
and National leagues, respectively, 
right now.

And it is further interesting to note 
the following comparison to the two 
youngsters’ records in the single year 
that each spent with the Atlanta

It is of added interest that each of 
the boys hit five home runs apiece; 
that Ryan played in 26 more games 
than Appling. got six more hits and 
fielded only three points less. Luke 
fielded .026 and Ryan .923.
